The most ndvimced hnse we now 


possess is at Ptarl Harbor, in the 
Hawaiian islands. Its facilities, how- 
ever, are scarcely more than rudi- 
mentary. 
With the exception of a 


dry dock the equipment is insufficient 
to care fur the needs of half the navy 
In time of peace, let alone the whole 
navy in time of war. 
Another dry 


dock and construction of a m u l t i t u d e 
of channels and berths, as well as 
the establishment of vast repair work 
und storage warehouses for supplies. 
nre necessary, according to the Navy 
department. 


Until the Hawaiian islands are made 


an adequate base the American navy 
wiU be unable to operate effectively 
in the western Pacific. 
Lacking such 


a base, It would be necessary to sup- 
ply the fighting fleet almost entirely 
from the 1'acihc coast bases, the dis- 
tance to which would be a severe 
handicap on operations. 


Even the Pacific coast bases are 


Inadequate to the demands of the 
whole na\y if stationed in the Pacific, 
even in time of peace. 
It would be 


necessary to send .ships back to the 
A t l a n t i c coast for major repair work. 


The Na\y department is urging con- 


irrcss fur appropriations to begin the 
coiistructicn 
of 
Pacific 
coasl 
and 


Hawaiian island bases which it will 
require several years to complete.
